Here is an opportunity for the 
merchant to become an associate of 
the farmér rather than a rival. 

It is up to the farmer to use the 
high school boy as much as possible 
even though he isn’t the cheapest and

supplying the present needs and sup- 
plying trained help for the future. 
City boys carefully selected and care- 
fully trained will make very satisfac- 
tory farm hands. 

Many industries that have no direct 
bearing on production will, as the war 
continues, be more and more cur- 
tailed, and men engaged in these in- 
dustries will do well both by them- 
selves and their country to get into 
some productive industry as soon as 
possible. 

The present wage of the farm hand 
compares favorably with other occu- 
pations, and that will do much to- 
wards supplying the shortage of 
farm help. This shortage has been 
a most troublesome problem ever 
since the war began and becomes in- 
creasingly serious. No one knew how 
we would get through the season of 
1917, but American farmers harvest- 
ed the biggest crop on record. In 1918 
they have duplicated that perform- 
ance, In 1919 they can again be 
counted on to-solve the problem in 
some manner,

Nish Has a Long 
Ana Varied History 


Was Turkish Military Station for 
300 Years y 


Among Serbian’ cities the little 
town o1 Nish, which has just been 
recaptured by the Serbians is only 
surpassed in strategic 1mportance by 
the capital of the country, Belgrade. 
it lies at a point where several of 
the great highroads of the Kalkan 
peninsula converge, and it is at’ Nish 
that the line for Salonika branches 
off from the main railway between 
Belgrade and Constantinople. B8e- 
tore the war it was the custom © of 
the king and his court to spend 
three months of the year at the lit- 
tle city on the banks of the Nishava, 
and it was to Nish that the Serbian 
government retired when Belgrade 
had been finally occupied in ‘the au- 
tumn of 1915, 

Like $0 many Otlier towns in the 
Balkans, Nish is a place of. very 
great antiquity, It was mentioned as 
an important place by Ptolemy 
Alexandria, and it was. under 
walls of Nish, the Naissus of 
Romans, in the year A.D, 269, that 
Ahe great battle was fought in which 
the Emperor Claudius destroyed the 
army of the Goths. Some two hun- 
dred. years later came the invasion 
of the. Huns, and in the centuries 
that followed Nish shared to the full 
in all the warfare which swept back 
and forth over the Balkans, until that 
final silence created by the Ottoman 
flood in the fifteenth century. 

It was in 1375 that the Turks first 
captured Nish from the Serbians. In 
1443 the allied . armies of the Hun- 
garians under Hunyady and the Ser- 
bians under George Brankovich re- 
took it, but 12 years later, it came 


under the Turkish dominion again 
and remained tor more than 300 
years, one of the most important 


Turkish anilitary stations on“the road 
between Hungary and  Constanti-, 
nople. 

Once a Turkish possession, Nish, 
like the surrounding country, exper- 
ienced the full brunt of the well-nigh 
perennial state of war which existed 
between Turkey and Austria. 
changed hands twice, but the 
trians-could never hold it for long; 
and when the Serbians ‘at the begin- 
ning of the’ nineteenth century, hav- 
ing successfully risen against their 
Ottoman oppressors and swept them 
from the country, made strong ef- 
fort to capture Nish, they were re- 
pulsed with great loss. It was not 
until the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 
that the city finally came into the 
hands of the Serbians., By the treaty 
of Berlin in 1878 Serbia was 
firmed in its possession, 

To what extent the little town has 
suffered by the Austrian occupation, 
it is impossible to say.

Late last year-the British authori- 
ties in charge of aircraft production 
sent to the unperial munitions board 
a strong appeal for the supply of 
spruce and nr, urgently needed by 
the allies to secure aerial supremacy 
on the various fighting ‘fronts: How 
splendid has been the response to 
this appeal is indicated jn the follow- 
ing cablegram received by the board 
from the director-general of aircraft 
production of Great Britain: 

“] wish to congratulate you on the 
remarkable results in spruce and fir 
production, as shown by the August 
and September output figures, and 
to thank the board and its represen- 
tatives in British Columbia, Major 
Taylor, for the energetic and able 
manner in which they responded to 
our call of a year ago for assistance.” 

This cable is supplemented by the 


following one from the controller of 


timber supplies: 

“We are much obliged for your 
minute of the first instant with refer- 
ence to production of aeroplane 
spruce and fir in British Columbia. 

“A shipment of practically 4,500,- 
000 feet of spruce and 1,500,000 feet 
of fir, making a total of 6,000,000-teer 
during the four weeks ending Sep- 
tember 28, was: a notable perform- 
ance. 

“To have increased production to 
this extent is a great achievement on 
the part of Major Taylor.

New Brunswick has adopted a vol- 
scheme for the

Un the com- 
pletion of his course he was - given 
entire charge of .he electrical plant 
as-representative of this same con- 
cern in another town, and is making 
good. Incidentally, he is earning 
double the wages which he did _ be- 
fore enlistment. 

In order to make the matter quite 
clear. another illustration might be 
given, that.of a French-Canadian who 
previous to the war had been engag- 
edvas’a teamster.
